with us, and we are able to return to them 
long after they are gone. One such house was 
a farmhouse in KwaZulu-Natal, just over the 
hill of the boarding school 1 attended between 
the ages of lo and 14. 1 first came to know this 
house because my mother wanted to buy 
a Welsh pony from the farmer's wife. We came 
down the evening before my first day at that 
school and were invited to spend the night. 

The farmer was a man from Yorkshire 
originally. He had a strong, impenetrable 
accent and pale-blue eyes, and he was always 
making Jokes 1 didn't understand. It was the 
farmer's wife, however, with whom we were 
more concerned. Even then she was a large 
woman with a mop of frizzy greying hair, 
yellow teeth and merry half-hidden eyes. 

1 had never been in such a house: The 
corners hadn't been entered into in decades, 
it seemed to me, and everything smelt of old 
leather and wet wood and leaking gas. 

To my dismay, the farmer's wife insisted 
1 should visit them on my first Sunday out; 

1 could come for lunch and learn how to catch 
a fish. My mother accepted, perhaps pleased 
there would be someone to check up on me. 

On the day in question, the farmer's wife 
was there to meet me outside the school 
chapel. She was in a large cream Mercedes, 
driven by Bheki, who wore neat blue 
overalls and didn't say a word. 1 sat in the 
back between two Alsatians. She sat in the 
passenger seat with at least three Chihuahuas 
on her lap, chattering all the way to the farm, 
where large dogs sniffed and pawed at me as 
we got out. 


BOLTHOLE IN 
HE MIDLANDS 

WORDS CRAIG HIGGINSON 

reflects on a farmhouse in the KwaZulu-Natal Midlands 
that inspired a play and a novel. 


We had tea and cake on the stoep, which 
ran the length of the front of the grey stone 
house with it shallow corrugated iron roof. 
Later, 1 went fishing with Bheki and he helped 
me to catch a fish - a decent-sized bass. There 
is a photograph of me standing in the sunlight 
in front of the stoep, wearing the borrowed 
bright-red T-shirt of some other boy who had 
once come to visit, holding up what was in 
effect Bheki's fish. My hair is brushed to the side 
and I'm standing upright, posed for the gaze of 
my mother. 

That was to be the first of many visits to 
that house. 1 started to come in the afternoons 
- usually with a friend or two - and we would 
drink Coke and eat cake and get back to 
school Just in time for showers. The house was 
a secret, a bolthole that no one in authority at 
the school knew about. It was my home away

from home, and 1 came to know every bit of it 
and the farm around it. On my weekends out 
1 would often spend the night, sleeping in the 
spare room while outside the dogs barked, the 
eagle-owls hooted and the bushes screeched 
against the window. 1 continued to fish - with 
mixed success - and started to explore the 
surrounding hills. 1 was a pretty simple kid back 
then: 1 would be happy for a whole dayjust 
because I'd spotted a rare kinghsher. 

When 1 started writing for the hrst time 
a few years later, it was in that spare room at 
a little desk by the light of a hurricane lamp. 
After university, when 1 was working as the 
assistant to the late theatre director Barney 
Simon, he encouraged me to start writing 
a play. It took place in that house, and it would 
eventually become my first original play. 

Dream of the Dog - later revisited as my most 
recent novel. The Dream House. 

While still at school, 1 wanted to be a vet 
- 1 would read books about horse ailments 
and watch cows and sheep and horses mating, 
dying and giving birth. 1 knew the house as 
a cool cave on hot days, as a rattling tin drum 
during thunderstorms, as a place of damp linen 
and crackling fireplaces when the mist filled 
the valley and invaded every cupboard. When 
1 later arrived at the poems of Ted Hughes and 
William Wordsworth, 1 knew exactly what they 
were talking about. 

The people who let me into their home 
would probably be faintly horrified by what 
I've made of them in my writing. The farmer's 
wife would never believe that Janet Suzman 
played her in London's West End. If they'd 
known there was anything '"artistic" about 
me, they would have tried to tease me out of 
it. They were people of their time, but they 
were also kind to me. Most of all, they left me 
alone. They provided a starting place for my 
imagination - as modest as it might have been 
- to lift a root, take hold and quietly nose its 
way towards the light. V

humble family home of his childhood and his current 
house in Bloemfontein. 


I LONG AGO MADE 
THE DISTINCTION 

between a house and a home, a space where people stay 
and a place where humans live, learn and love together. 
Growing up, some of my friends had large, beautiful houses, 
but on a visit there you could cut through the tension 
between the two parents, and between adults and children. 

50 1 have always nurtured the idea of a home like the one at 

51 loth Avenue, Retreat, Cape Town. 

It was a corner building, so everybody walked past our 
little council house alongside the sand dunes to the train 
station or the library or the schools or the shops. When you 
played on the dunes and got thirsty, you came into the house 
for water. When, as a member of the church, you had sinned 
and needed to confess, you went into my pastoral parents' 
little bedroom to pray. When our friends needed a meal or the 
churchgoers needed to hang out after the service, the kitchen 
table or dining room seemed to accommodate everyone. 

You could walk across the length of the house in fewer 
than 10 steps. We four boys fitted into the very small room; 
this was only possible with double-bunks, and one of the 
four beds was shared with the inevitable cousin from up- 
country who could only find work in Cape Town. My sister 
had a room to herself, sort of, for her bed was always shared 
with an auntie from up-country who also needed to work 
in the big city. My parents occupied the third bedroom. The 
small kitchen, single bathroom and dining room completed 
the house. 

So how do nine people live in such a small space, as 1 , 
the eldest child, did well into my mid-20S? Well, you make it 
a home. Every Christmas my Dad would paint the walls as if 
some scriptural text demanded it. A sagging string ran across 
the dining room, heavy with Christmas cards from friends 
and family. And that dining room accommodated hundreds of 
people every year, eating and drinking, playing and praying, 
laughing and crying. The walls seemed to expand outwards no 
matter how many guests came through our home. 

The yard would be a space of last resort for crowds on 
special occasions, like my 21st birthday, for which event 
a tarpaulin and fold-up chairs and tables were brought in. The 
space in the roof took material excesses like extra mattresses 
and boxes of toys. Spaces under beds and atop cupboards 
came in useful as storage options in a house with very little 


room to manoeuvre. Furniture would often be moved around 
to create sleeping space on the floor when cousins from out of 
town visited. 

To this day 1 enjoy living in spaces that are warm, 
comfortable and inviting to friends and strangers alike. 
Although 1 love the expansive spaces of our house in 
Bloemfontein with its study, guest room, library area and 
second storey, nothing gives me greater Joy than to have 
family or friends together around a table, fireplace or 
television playing board games, sharing Jokes or watching the 
Blue Bulls beat the Stormers. This is what 1 call home. 

We chose the large house so that groups drawn from the 
30000 students at the University of the Free State can come 
visit on weekends to eat and play and share their stories with 
us. There is enough space inside and outside the Bloemfontein 
house for students to sit and read books, string up a volleyball 
net for a game, or hold drumming sessions on the lawn. 

On reflection, 1 never left Retreat in Cape Town, for even 
though there is much more physical space in Bloemfontein, 
our home is still designed around and for people, especially 
those far away from their own. In this sense, size does 
not matter. V

compound in a village in western India, 
which stood somewhere in obscure history 
occasionally visited by somebody who 
made it across the Indian Ocean. There's 
my father's family house in Wills Road, in 
Durban, which was appropriated under the 
National Party in the 1950s, and there's the 
modest residence in VS Naipaul's great novel 
A House for Mr. Biswas, which helped me to 
imagine being a writer and left me with the 
hope of one day having a home of my own. 

Like Israelis and Palestinians, we in 
South Africa live in imaginary houses, lost 
houses, possibilities and properties as much 
as real ones, a disposition that as often 
as not has to do with being evicted (and 
evicting others) from real houses. They say 
that Palestinian families still carry the keys 
to the houses they lost to Israel in 1948. 

My mother's family, who arrived from 
India in the middle of the 20th century, had 
no houses to regret as far as 1 know. My 
father's family came to South Africa 75 years

earlier, got involved, among other things, 
with Gandhi's campaign to desegregate the 
trams of Johannesburg, and acquired enough 
to buy what was remembered as a mansion 
on Wills Road, in Durban, on the slope of the 
Berea facing the ocean, a hundred metres 
from what is today Che Guevara Road and the 
Durban University of Technology, names (and 
name changes) that say something about the 
present day's aspirations and style. 

A friend told me once that many, maybe 
most, great novels don't come out of writers' 
experiences but rather from the stories about 
other people's experiences that are handed 
down to them. For this reason, someone 
else's story, in particular a family story, can 
be turned into a legend or a tale more readily 
than our own. This is why vanished houses are 
so much more powerful than the houses we 
buy, rent, live in, and keep renovating as if to 
make them live up to our imagined versions of 
their four walls. 

My father's family house, on Wills Road, 
had about it the dimensions of a mansion. It 
apparently had high ceilings and stables, and 
an English governess, and was connected to 
the life and activity of all the other houses 
along the street, a life more various and 
interconnected, more fabulous than was 
conceivable from seeing my grandparents 
who lived in a small house in the segregated 
suburb of Reservoir Hills. The fact that we 
had once owned such a house, and had lost 
it, and had the common memory of that 
loss, and could suppose it far grander than it 
could have been in reality was as powerful 
a fact about our family as anything. It meant, 
at any rate, that our feelings were based on 
an imaginary picture, as good a training for 
a writer as any other. V

"Semi-detached" describes her favourite kind of house, 
but other things add up that ultimately define the place 
Debbie calls home. 


WHEN I WAS A CHILD, 
BACK IN THE ’70S, 

WE MOVED A LOT. I remember 

us living in different towns and cities in Mpumalanga and 
KwaZulu-Natal, sometimes in houses with large verandas, 
another time in a flat on the 17 th floor. Once, there was 
a smallholding with an orchard, but we didn't stay long enough to 
see what would grow beyond the blossoms in springtime. 

As a young adult in the ' 80 s, 1 perpetuated this habit. Once, 
while packing up house again, Paulina Moteyane and 1 stopped 
counting the many times we had moved when we reached the 
number ii. She was a Sotho woman, our domestic worker and my 
twin daughters' second mother. 

Some may disagree, but 1 don't think habitual moving is a bad 
thing. It has its advantages. For one, 1 know exactly what kind of 
home 1 like. Homes have personalities. It's a little like a romantic 
relationship. Big old houses attract families with lots of children 
and bouncy dogs. Flats appeal to single people, couples and 
old people. There's a sadness about parents - especially single 
parents - living with children in flats, always having to shush 
them up because of the neighbours. 

Townhouses suit yuppies. And although farms and 
smallholdings belong to farmers, urbanites have turned some 
of these rural homes into swanky country cottages. Then there's 
the new breed of online game makers that live and work in 
suburban mansions all by themselves. Talk about a mismatch. 

1 am a semi-detached person. 1 am most fond of living in that 
half a little house usually found in the suburban parts of the city, 
living in one side of what seems to be a freestanding house but 
that is chopped right through the heart with a brick wall. 

A semi is a democratic home. Students, professionals, 
pensioners and half-families - the single mothers and fathers - 
feel most at home here. 1 remember. 

The first semi the girls and 1 moved into, in the ' 80 s, wasn't 
charming but 1 liked it for the added benefits you get only when 
living within close proximity of your neighbour. 

It was in Newlands, Johannesburg, which is nothing like its 
Cape Town namesake. A little rough around the edges, the rent 
was affordable, the bus stop to the city close enough, and you 
could walk to the corner shop with its public phone. 

Inside, the house's floors were covered with beige wall-to- 
wall carpets. Outside, a couple of yellow grass blades poked 
through the gaps in the concrete paving. 


Our few pieces of furniture didn't include my trusted 
companion, the television set, which made things especially 
lonely after the girls went to bed. 

Sometimes, when 1 opened the kitchen window, 1 could 
hear the sound of a TV. It belonged to the Sotho woman 
who lived in the outside quarters next door. The muffled 
voices of American actors in sitcoms made washing up 
dishes soothing. 

One day, when 1 went to the corner shop again to phone 
a friend, 1 ran into my neighbour. 1 persuaded her to rent her 
television set to me for a few months, and later that evening 
1 sat down to watch The Bob Newhart Show. 

My telephone trips to the corner shop were numbered. 

Later, we moved into a semi in Brixton because it was 
closer to town. My neighbour wanted her TV back and 1 had 
to buy one. 

This house was on the main road, it was noisy, and the 
lawn was also under concrete. The day we moved in, a grey 
cat with big blue eyes welcomed us. The neighbours said 
the previous tenants had left him behind and his name 
was Teabags. 

A few months later, when a friend mentioned she thought 
the house was haunted, we moved again, leaving behind the 
noise and the ghosts but this time not the TV. Nor Teabags. 

We found a semi in Melville. A gem. It became our most 
favourite house with its half a veranda, its half a real garden, 
its whiffs of Jasmine in spring that still today remind my 
daughters and me of the happy two years we lived there. Our 
half a little house that felt complete every time we switched 
on the TV to watch The Bob Newhart Show together. V

bserving 
sun-kissed, 
easy-going 
couple Rob 
and Gina McClelland 
at their holiday home in Grotto Bay Estate, 
you would be forgiven for 
thinking they lead a life of 
leisure. In fact, Rob and Gina, 
both former models, traded 
life in front of the lens for 
one behind the camera as 
owners of 2Productions, 
a photo stills production 
house. 

"We love the West 
Coast," says Rob. "It is a really 
special place where you 
have the sense that there is 
an adventure to be had." 

So when he was 
looking to invest in 
a seaside property that 
could double as a getaway 
close to Cape Town and 
a location for photo shoots 
- with uninterrupted sea 
views, great light, a scenic 
landscape and a favourable 
climate - he scoured this 
neck of the woods. 

Rob found everything 
he was looking for at Grotto 
Bay Estate, which is part 
of the Cape West Coast 
Biosphere Reserve. Besides 
the spectacular setting, the 
plot also had pragmatic 
advantages. Because of 
the location of the bay it 
allowed something that 
few other locations along the West Coast do: 
the ability to orient the house north without 
compromising on the sea view. 

The estate's architectural design 
guidelines allow for three styles of houses, 
farm style. West Coast style and beach style, 
but Rob knew from the start that he wanted 
a contemporary clapboard-clad timber 
house that exudes carefree seaside living. 


Rob approached architectural designer 
Alan Paine of Logo Elomes to translate his 
vision into a blueprint. 

His vision for the house included 
a sloping, free-form rim-flow pool, to create 
the illusion that pool and sea merge, but this 
proved a challenge to realise. 

"When I explained this idea to pool 
people they gave me a blank stare, so I ended 
up designing and building the pool myself," 
he says. "Their only advice for constructing 
a pool above ground was to stack sand bags 
to support the structure. I got a building team 


to construct a steel armature in the shape of 
the pool, filled it in with concrete and finished 
it in this sandy colour." 

Because the estate's design guidelines 
restrict building height to 6 mm, the main 
living spaces benefit from a lofty double 
volume, and guest bedrooms are tucked into 
the roof space. The all-white floors and walls 
contribute to a sense of seamless openness, 
and the stacking doors open the house onto 
the wooden decks that fringe it. 

Instead of defaulting to the traditional 
blue-and-white beach house palette, Gina 

and Rob sought to reflect 
the surroundings. Layers 
of white are punctuated 
with the textures of 
wood in all its forms - 
weathered, hand-crafted 
and more finely finished. 
Woven grass and rattan 
furnishings animate this 
neutral canvas. Lauren 
Roderick of Djibouti 
Interiors provided 
valuable input. 

The McClellands 
acquired the plot behind 
the house too, which 
has allowed them to 
add a guest cottage. 

This has given Rob the 
freedom to renovate and 
expand the house. He 
moved the kitchen into 
a former bedroom and 
converted the garage into 
two bedrooms. The new 
kitchen opens up to the 
morning sun, making it 
a favourite spot for Rob. 

The family's laid- 
back manner permeates 
the comfortable house, 
clearly built to maximise 
West Coast living and, 
in the words of Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, "live in 
the sunshine, swim the sea, drink the wild 
air's salubrity." V

Originally commissioned by the previous 
owners, a family with three teenagers, the 
house was designed as a resort with privacy in 
mind, Paolo says. "There is a distinct difference 


between the private and public domains, and 
the privacy of each bedroom is ensured by the 
staggering of the buildings." 

At capacity, Maison Noir accommodates 
1 0 people in 3 integrated bungalows and 
a master bedroom that is large enough to 
be a home on its own. With a guest-to-staff 
ratio of nearly 1 :1 , the guesthouse can cater 
for every whim with hands-on service, or 
the ever-attentive staff can fade into the 
background if guests so wish. 

"We wanted to create a full-blown 
experience of indulgent service at your 
own exclusive villa," explains owner Jim 
Brett, "complete with concierge, chef and 
a Mercedes Sprinter to ferry you around town." 

"Indonesia and South Africa are two of 
my favourite countries," Jim says. "The Balinese 
are known for their high service levels and 
serene settings, whereas South Africa has an 
incredible fusion of culture - I love the energy 
and optimism of the people here - and 



I wanted Maison Noir to represent all that." 

Far from the glitz and glamour of touristic 
Camps Bay, Brett points out, Hout Bay is 
a peaceful place to engage in an authentic 
environment. "You can experience complete 
privacy here, disappear if you want to, or step 
out and discover a typical slice of life." 

As the president of US-based furniture 
retailer West Elm, Brett first came to South 
Africa to source crafts from African artisans, 
and says he was enthralled by what he 
discovered. Now, he has turned to those same 
artists - such as ceramicist Anthony Shapiro - 
to make one-off pieces for Maison Noir. 

Already there are expansion plans for 
another villa on the site in the form of tree 
houses integrated into the steep mountainside 
and to convert an existing house further up the 
mountain into a spa. Moreover, the adjoining 
lot has been acquired with plans to turn it into 
a vegetable and fruit garden - Maison Noir is, 
after all, highly acclaimed for its food. 

"It's all about Charisse,"says Jim, referring 
to resident chef Charisse Nel."lf you read the 
Airbnb reviews you'll see that although we 
make bookings for our guests at Cape Town's 
best restaurants, the best meal of their trip is 
always Charisse's." 

Charisse serves up rustic meals that 
celebrate flavours derived from unusual 
pairings and African influences - such as her 
chicken stuffed with ostrich. "It's all about 
what happens in your mouth,"she says. "I am 
constantly dreaming about what I am going 
to prepare for my guests." 

Many guests choose to spend time in 
the kitchen with Charisse, enjoying cooking 
lessons or at the very least partaking of her 
renowned crayfish braai. 

"Often, we have guests arrive with an 
itinerary full of ambitious plans," says Charisse, 
"and they end up abandoning those plans in 
favour of staying at the villa." V

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think you're lost when you turn into Sussex 
Street on your way to visit @home furniture 
buyer LizeViljoen in Woodstock. The buildings 
lining the narrow street are either derelict or 
seem abandoned, and a couple of scrappy 
cars hug the pavement. 

As you stop to double-check directions 
on your phone, your eye catches a bright, 
renovated building a little further along 
named Sussex Studios. It's then you realise 
you're in the middle of another neglected 
Woodstock pocket undergoing gentrification, 
where industrial renovations become homes 
and businesses for creative urbanites. 

Just like Sussex Studios, a 51 -year-old 
building that was a panel-beating shop 
and factory before architect Etienne Britz of 
Boukuns Architecture & Design turned it into 
1 9 apartments. Lize bought one of these in 
September 201 4, her very first home. 

"I love living here," she says, leading 
the way to her apartment along the bright 
passage with large windows at both ends. 

"It's central and I can walk to The Old Biscuit 
Mill market on a Saturday. The ground floor is 
for parking only, which makes it very secure." 
She laughs. "Some people are shocked when 
I tell them where I live." 

Hers is a 74 m^ apartment on the top floor 
with a huge loft space, so big she could have 
a mezzanine added for a bedroom, walk-in 
closet and study - increasing the floor space 
to 1 04 ml 

"The ceiling slants in such a way that 
there was ample space for a mezzanine level," 
says Lize. 

With a buying career that takes her to the 
Far East, India, Europe and America, Lize has 
a sharp eye for spotting the latest in world 
furniture trends and developing them for the 
local market. When she gets home, however, 
she likes to be surrounded by stuff she loves. 
Old and new things. 

Some of these things Lize fixed up herself, 
like her grandmother's ball-and-claw dining 
table, which she sanded down. And some 
items were made up just the way she wanted, 
such as her two wooden kitchen shelving 
units, crafted by "the best informal carpenters 
in Woodstock".

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eeping out of a narrow street in Joburg's Hyde 
Park is a mysterious house. Owned by a couple with two 
small children, the house is characterised by many built-in 
spaces that are functional and doesn't leave much room to 
stare at the details. 

"The owners wanted things to be robust and solid," 
says principal architect Enrico Daffonchioof Daffonchio 
& Associates Architects. "What inspired me was the 
modernist tradition of the 1 920s - I'd call the style of the 
house tropical modernism." It shows in the floor-to-ceiling 
glass doors enclosing the living area that slide all the way 
to the walls. 

The floors are tiled with 1 ,8 x 0,6 m flamed granite tiles 
from World of Marble and Granite. Books like ProfessorTim 
Noakes's The Real Meal Revolution and Tashas: Timeless 
Cafe Classics lean together under Carrara marble counters 
in the open-plan kitchen. Beyond a fridge concealed 
inside a white oak door/wall is a back-of-house kitchen. 
"The owners wanted the kitchen to read as a clean, 
uncluttered space that blends with the rest of the open- 
plan living area," says project architect Frances Joynt, 
who worked with the "brilliant main contractor" Francois 
Kleinsmith of GTS Projects. 

From the kitchen to the three bedrooms and lounge 
upstairs, it's clear the main aim was to go for a distressed 
look - complete with "natural materials like distressed 
white oak and natural stone to offset the hard lines of the 
design," says Enrico. 

The bedrooms - one populated with a few more toys 
(and disposable nappies) than the others - are hugged 
by meranti shutters that fold and stack away outside the 
sliding glass windows. 

To avoid harsh direct light in intimate spaces such 
as the living areas and the bedrooms, Frances says they 
integrated the FED downlights into recessed troughs to 
soften the light. "We tried to conceal the light fittings as 
much as possible." 

Paintings by the likes of Beezy Bailey and Deborah 
Bell adorn the walls downstairs, and sculptures by Angus 
Taylor and Dylan Fewis greet visitors approaching from the 
lushly treed motor court. The patio with a fireplace adjoins 
a manicured lawn and pool, and a guest bedroom leads 
off the patio. 

This Hyde Park home prides itself on putting function 
and form under the same chisel. "We built our house with 
two very specific intentions," say the owners: "The first 
was to be communal so we can communicate with our 
children, and the second was to not have an excess of 
rooms that never get used. Fess is more." V

Swartberg is extraordinary. It is time-consuming to get 
to Prince Albert, which has, to an extent, protected the things 
that make the area special. 

The light on the mountains 
changes from hour to hour and 
day to day. There is very little 
light pollution, so the night sky 
is profoundly beautiful. 

I love Prince Albert. I was 

offered the land in a private sale 
through a friend and could not 
resist the site with its dramatic 
views of the mountains. It is 
within walking distance of Prince 
Albert, but also has the sense of 
being remote and connected 
to the Karoo landscape. 

There was nothing on the 
site to begin with. A goal of 
the project was to make a truly 
contemporary building that had 
something of the texture and 
depth of an old building and 
reflected the agricultural history 
of the site. 


I believe we need to build 
in a contemporary way 
that reflects the time 
we are living in and not 

an inappropriate nostalgia for 
time past or remote locations. 

I design from first principles, 
from appropriate materials, 
the qualities of the site and the 
details of everyday life. 


This house was created by 

spending time in the town and on site, feeling the sun and the 
wind, and then associating the functional spaces with the landscape. 

Space and volume are important. The living space is a 5,7 m-high 
perfect cube, which allows cooling winds to blow in through the 


high-level shutters. Most of the ceilings are relatively high at 3,1 m, 
and the library bedroom is 4,2 m high, so spaces are differentiated 
and expand and contract as you move through the house. 

I like to work with natural materials - stone, brick, glass, 
concrete, wood. These tend to last longer than the alternatives, 
weather gracefully and look better over time. They are also more 
environmentally sustainable. 

I wanted a single flooring material used throughout to create 
an ambiguity about what is inside and what is outside. Dark paving 
bricks are laid in patterns to introduce variety and texture, as well as 

to define different spaces. 


In several historical 
agricultural buildings 
in Prince Albert, similar 
slot windows to the ones 
in my home appear as 
ventilation gaps. I have 
always been intrigued by the 
light patterns they cast, so it 
seemed appropriate to position 
the slot windows according 
to the constellation patterns 
visible from the house. I placed 
LED lighting strips within the 
window framing, so these 
slot windows are also light 
sources at night. 

My most treasured item 
in this house is the large 
cardboard box my daughter 
has been drawing on and 
decorating since we moved in. 

The house was not designed 
as a perfectly balanced 
architectural object, but 
has a loose structure 

(like a landscape that can be 
added to). Because the spaces 
and volumes are layered and 
inflected relative to one another, 
it is easy to imagine adding 
more spaces over time. 


This house shows it is 
possible to build an elegant, 
contemporary, environmentally responsive house on a limited 
budget in a climate that has extremes of heat and cold, a house that 
offers its inhabitants a poetic connection with the landscape.

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Nearly two centuries and several incarnations 
later, including stints as a button factory, 
a residence and most recently an art gallery, 
it has found new owners in the advertising 
agency Radar. Considering the artworks that 
line its walls, you'd be forgiven for assuming 
it's still an art gallery. 

"We were unhappy renters for 1 0 years," 
says agency founder Jason Ray. "Having 
a home for Radar is important to us. It helps to 
express what we are about. We are not your 
typical agency and we don't aspire to be one. 
It's important that people experience us when 
they come to Radar." 

Indeed, creativity abounds at Radar: From 
the moment we walk into the building we 
are greeted by works of artists such as Zander 
Blom, Black Koki, Christo Basson and Andrzej 
Urbanski. Further along the ground floor, past 
vertebrae-like hot desks that fit together like 
a puzzle, is the boardroom. Its centrepiece, 
a table with a top made of tiny Lego blocks, 
brings a touch of creative play into a space 
typically assumed to be one of the most 
serous in any office. 

The room's walls are also hung with 
several art pieces, and one wall is an artwork 
in itself "In chopping away at the back walls 
of what is now the boardroom, we discovered 
some old Cape stone and brickwork, so 
I decided to turn this into a feature wall," says 
interior designer Jean-Pierre de la Chaumette. 
"Radar has an impressive art collection, built 
up over a decade. It pretty much formed the 
foundation of the design scheme. I was keen 
to create a gallery-type space, so we kept the 
rest of the walls, ceilings and floors white to 
create a blank canvas upon which we could 
display the art." 

The first floor, which houses the finance 
and traffic offices, reveals a light-hearted. 



emotive art collection that includes works 
by Khaya Witbooi, Wesley van Eeden, 

Cameron Platter and Boeta Phyff."We think it's 
important to create an inspirational space, so 
that our finance people sit in the same kind of 
creative space as our studio," says Jason. "We 
don't have a 'back office"' 

The creative team's studio on the second 
floor features works that use text and typeface 
as a primary visual language, such as a series 
of 1 3 intaglio prints by Am I Collective creative 
studio. One of the most striking elements here 
is a graphic representation of the Bo-Kaap 
that was printed onto wallpaper and applied 
to the sliding doors of the cupboards. 

The working spaces are not the only ones 
to benefit from the large art collection. Pop 
into the ground-floor restroom and you'll 
find a collection of antelope horns, and on 
the second floor a collection of antiques and 
modern plates sourced from artists such 
as Michael Chandler, Theo Kleynhans and 
Catherine Ash. Look up at the ceiling on any 


floor and see the lines formed by the copper 
light fixtures, looking as if someone took 
a pen to the roof and drew a well-considered 
set of lines. 

"It's imperfect, real, quirky and personal, 
but this space allows us to showcase our love 
of art and design," says Jason. "We surround 
ourselves with things we love, things that tell 
stories - and that's what Radar is about." V

north-west of Johannesburg lies the Cradle 
of Humankind. A tract of about 47 000 
hectares of the rolling landscape here, where 
humanity's most ancient origins have been 
uncovered, is a UNESCO World Heritage Site. 
Cliff de Wit's parents retired to live in the 
Cradle on what was once a farm and is now 
incorporated in Khatihampi Private Reserve. 

"We found ourselves visiting every other 
weekend, and wanted a place of our own 
here," says Cliff. One New Year's Eve, he and 
his wife EIsje started to look at sites and Cliff's 
brother Lee started to draw up plans. 

Some years ago, Lee designed and built 
a pavilion on the farm for Wesley, the youngest 
of the De Wit sons, using architectural 
language inspired by Mies van der Rohe and 
Philip Johnson's mid-century glass houses. 

It's a transparent, minimalist jewel in the 
landscape. Cliff asked Lee to design his family's 
weekend getaway, too, taking his cue from 
the pavilion. The central idea was the same: 
to mediate a relationship with the beautiful 
setting and to pay homage to the complexity 
of the site through architecture. 

A large part of the genius of the 
design began before a single aspect of the 
construction took place: its placement. After 
much driving around and standing on the 
roof of their SUV seeking potential views, 
they found a spot against a koppie. "There 
was a substantial scar here from the previous 
owner's farming activities," says Lee, who 
figured that if he built on the scar, raising 
a storey-high platform to create a view 
towards the mountains, they would be able 
not only to rehabilitate the land around the 
house but also to build a separate bedroom 
in the untouched woodland and link it to the 
main building with a boardwalk. 

"We excavated into the koppie and lifted 
up the slab," says Lee. On top is the living and 
entertainment area. Below are two almost 
subterranean bedrooms and a bathroom. 



The De Wits wanted to be efficient and 
economical in their use of materials and 
space, so Lee came up with some simple yet 
ingenious solutions. Instead of floating the 
concrete roof on pillars at the corners of the 
slab and glazing a "box" inside the perimeter 
of the roof, Lee placed four pillars inside, 
cantilevered the slab and glazed the length

of the building at its perimeter. Stacking 
glass doors at each end allow cooling 
cross-ventilation. 

The natural shading and temperature 
regulation provided by the trees - mostly 
deciduous stinkwoods - keep the interior from 
getting too hot. "We have continued to plant 
new indigenous trees to enhance the organic 
layer of shade the bush provides," says EIsje. 

The columns plunge through the floor 
and continue downstairs to the bedrooms 
and bathroom below, which are pod-like 
areas circumscribed by the columns. 

The bathrooms, too, afford views, and 
the shower is semi-open, almost cave-like 
under the concrete roof. It is sheltered on 
one side by a dolomite retaining wall against 
the koppie, and a gap between roof and 
wall peeps up through the vegetation. "With 
a weekend house you can afford to have it 
a little less formal than with a house you'd 
live in every single day," says Cliff. "That's why 
we separated the bedrooms, too." A natural 
clearing in the forest provided the space for 
a separate main bedroom. 

"You really are in touch with the elements," 
says Cliff. V

ondebosch, 

a Cape Town suburb with a distinctly colonial 
air, is not the neighbourhood one would 
expect to find cutting-edge architectural 
design, so the first glimpse of this ultramodern 
structure comes as something of a surprise. 

Designed for a young family, the house 
offers relaxed living and is ideally suited to 
the South African indoor-outdoor lifestyle. In 
a nod to decades-old construction elements 
used extensively in the area, the architects 
used standard precast concrete breeze blocks 
in the construction of a striking screen wall 
that acts as the "face" of the dwelling. 

"It allows light to permeate while 
providing privacy and dappled light to the 
guest wing and terrace,"say theThreel4 
Architects design team of Kim Benatar, Sian 
Fisher and Miles Appelgryn.'The client's 
brief called for a contemporary, open-plan 
home that offers a relaxed lifestyle and 
takes advantage of the site and the views." 


The design ticks all those boxes and more. 

The first floor consists of bedroom 
accommodation, taking the form of a minimal 
white box that hovers over the living spaces 
on the ground floor. Strategic openings in the 
box make the most of views of Devil's Peak 
and the broaderTable Mountain range, while 
maximising exposure to light. 

At ground level, a central courtyard 
adjacent to the kitchen and dining room 
creates a focal point, complete with the 
dramatic screen wall, which creates an open- 
air terrace for the guest wing of the house, 
offering privacy from the street and allowing 
views and light to permeate. 

The main gathering spaces in the home, 
both at ground level and upstairs, open 
onto the courtyard, which ties the spaces 
together vertically. The courtyard was built to 
accommodate a large focal tree, the canopy 
of which allows dappled light to filter into 
the living spaces without compromising on 
privacy. It is one of the design's success stories. 

Another success story is the wall that 
forms the back edge of the open-plan living 
space. Housing functional living necessities 
such as a fireplace and the kitchen cooking 
zone, the wall was conceived as a continuous 
element, stretching across the entire space and 
strengthening the open-plan arrangement. 


The architects say the owners had two 
primary concerns: taking advantage of the 
orientation of the site and the mountain views, 
and open-plan living. "From an architectural 
point of view, the screen fapade, street 
elevation, stairs and off-shutter walls received 
special attention due to their positioning 
and functionality." 

One of the joys of this project was the 
fact the client's requirement - a bold and 
contemporary space with clean lines and 
a minimalist style - was completely in tune 
with the work favoured byThreel 4 Architects. 
"The accommodation requirements were 
stipulated, but we were unrestricted in the 
arrangement of space and the architectural 
expression developed from this. There was 
strong synchronicity between the client 
and the design team in terms of the overall 
aesthetic, selection of materials and finishes." 

The result is a marriage of true minds. 
Open-plan living areas devoid of decorative 
features and fiddly finishes rely on large 
expanses of glass to blur the boundaries 
between inside and outside spaces, making 
this home perfect for the South African climate 
and the young family that calls it home. V

Marc A standout is a surprising 
number of chic experimental patterns 
and textures highlighting embroidery 
and digital printing. Embroideries 
are vibrantly coloured and boldly 
geometric, sometimes featuring 
fringed elements.

Food got me through seven years of 
study. I did an undergraduate degree at the 
Cape Peninsula University of Technology and 
then a postgraduate course in architecture at 
the University of Cape Town. 

My passion for design comes from 
everyday life. My home is in North London 
and I work in Soho. London is an incredibly 
vibrant and dynamic city that ebbs and flows 
with new trends, so I literally find inspiration 
on every street corner. 

I live in a world where I get to enjoy

California-based Heath Ceramics was 
founded in 1948 by husband-and-wife 
team Brian and Edith Heath. Fast-forward 
to 2003, when another couple, Robin 
Petravic and Catherine Bailey bought 
the company and set about re-energising 
it through boosted productivity new 
products and collaborations. In 2008, 
when Cape Town-based textile designer 
Heather Moore had just opened her 
Skinny laMinx online store, Heath 
Ceramics was one of the first to place 
a wholesale order with her. 

This past June, Heather travelled to Los 
Angeles. 'As part of the Heath Finds series 
of in-store highlights of retail partners, 

1 got a section of the LA showroom to 
display an expanded range of Skinny 
goods," she says. 

As well as supplying goods to order. 
Heather has enjoyed a collaborative 



relationship with Heath Ceramics. 

'T designed and printed aprons for the 
staff, and 1 designed a letter-pressed 
greeting card and a canvas tote for them. 
We also work together on custom colours 
for the new seasonal crockery palette 
so that the Skinny textiles and the Heath 
crockery make sense together." 

Ever since Heather launched her brand 
in 2007, she has displayed a knack for 
securing both local and international 
business.

Pro paper folder and 365 Days Of Origami 
artist Ross Symons tells us what inspires 
his paper creations. 




''The 365 Days of Origami Project got me 
recognised both locally and internationally 
as an artist and allowed me to connect with 
people and brands. It enabled me to do this as 
a full-time job. But 1 use the word 'job' very 
loosely. I'm doing what 1 love and it seldom 
feels like work. 


"In 2002, my brother asked me to fold 
an origami crane for a project he was busy 
with. 1 folded that crane, learnt the pattern 
and could quickly fold it again from memory. 

1 have a fascination with puzzles and an 
obsessive nature, so the combination of these 
traits fuelled my continuous paper-crane 
folding. In 2013, 1 started folding other designs 
- and that's when 1 realised 1 enjoyed working 
with paper. 

"I start each piece with a reference 
image or images. This could be a logo, 
a photo of an animal or a drawing. Once 1 have 
an idea of what the figure could look like in 
the end, 1 look at what other origami or paper 
artists have done for a similar design. This 


helps me to see what the different parts of the 
figure could look like as a paper shape. 

"I keep paper with me all the time in case 
I'm sitting around somewhere and inspiration 
rocks up. 

"In the past seven months IVe worked 
on some cool collaborations. 1 did an artist 
collaboration project on Instagram where 
1 sent an origami polar bear to a bunch of 
local artists and they added their own art 
style to the paper animal. This created a new 
and original piece each time that 1 exhibited 
on Instagram."

Situated in a beautiful historical building in 
Stellenbosch is De Warenmarkt, a social hub with 
trendy restaurants and market stalls selling good 
beer and wine, delectable cheeses, free-range 
meats and delicious snacks - with the stylish 
furniture to match. 

Cornelis Dumas, with the help of Jackie 
Fitzgerald, took on the project to design all the 
furniture for De Warenmarkt, including the bar 
counter, light fixtures, stalls, and a parquetry table 
that caught our eye. 

"Jackie asked me to consider parquet blocks 
for the tabletop," Cornelis says. "The herringbone 
design was used in other places in the building, so 
that was an easy decision. 

"1 wanted to use reclaimed wood, but the only 
blocks 1 managed to find were the smaller type. 

1 was reluctant to use them at first, due to the 
size of the table and the amount of work it would 
require... 1 was on a very tight deadline. In the 
end 1 think the small blocks turned out to be 
a good choice; their proportions were ideal for 
the 3,2 X 0,9 m table. The wood was treated with 
a wax sealant with a matt finish, which shows 
the natural beauty of the teak. The metal was not 
painted, only treated against rust with a black 
electroplating process. 

"1 think the table complements both the classic 
and modern features of the interior."

South African artist Lien Botha was one of 
a dozen international artists who gathered in 
Bordeaux, France in August 2014 to workshop 
a concept for Les Revenants (Ghosts) an 
MC2a project dealing with the flow of the 
Atlantic Ocean and anchored on the memory 


of water and the alluvium it transports from 
the past and the present. 

Lien's concept for the project, which opened 
in May 2015, was derived from an idea sparked

mailbags. Today these hijacked letters are in 
the British National Archives. It was this sense 
of lost words obliterated by history's routes 
that Lien found compelling material. 

Initially she hoped to physically reclaim the 
lost letters, but following an early-morning 


boat trip down the Garonne River, where she 
was struck by the possibilities rising from the 
waters and the concept of the vessel as 
a dictionary, she revaluated her approach. 

Lien developed this new idea and correlated 
it with seven sites on the river bank relating to 


the Dutch influence on the Bordeaux region in 
the 1600S, thus triangulating the Netherlands, 
France and South Africa in the creation of her 
final collection of works, seven site-specific 
installations called ''Delft Blue/Water Letters".

A standard 
has been set, so new doors have to 
be special to be '"published". As the 
account has grown, people have 
started tagging DoCT, which has 
helped with undiscovered doors. 

Who inspires you on Instagram? 

There's a whole community of door 
enthusiasts, hence the abundance of 
hashtags that accompany my posts. 

1 post a lot on my personal account

a diverse bunch of photographers and 
intriguing accounts. Favourites include

Blok looked at what a homeowner 
would want to know about a prospective 
development. "You'd want to know the 
neighbourhood it's in, the building's 
relationship to the environment and details 


of the interior: how the spaces will work, how 
much cupboard space you'll have and the 
exact view you'll have from every window and 
balcony," says Jacques. "We're trying to sell 
something that doesn't exist, but it does exist 
in technology - it's there. Our app allows you 
to experience your new apartment months 
before you move in." 


New owners leave with an iPad - the "first 
key to their apartment", as Jacques puts it. 
"Eventually they'll be switching their lights 
on and off from their iPad, and it has their 
apartment loaded so they can show and plan 
and dream."

IT'S A BIG DEAL 


At design fairs around the world you'll find a small crowd at any 
stall demonstrating 3D printing. People are agog with curiosity 
about this new technology - with good reason. 


There's a new generation of machines that 
can print almost anything. To wrap your head 
around this possibility you need to stop 
thinking in terms of ink on paper, advises 
Come von Bratt, director of local architectural 
visualisation company Think3D. Another, 
perhaps more accurate, term for 3D printing is 
''additive manufacturing". Objects are created 
by laying down successive layers of material 
until the process is complete. 

"The printer creates an object from the 
bottom up," says Come. "In the architectural 
model pictured here, which we did for a client. 


we used a gypsum composite, but there are 
very few restrictions on what material can be 
used. It really depends on the printer." 

Mind-boggling? You bet! Although the guys 
building the Sagrada Familia in Barcelona 
have been using 3D printing for 14 years, 
the technology still has some way to go 
before becoming a mainstay of architectural 
modelling. "The smaller you go, the more 
delicate structures like balustrades become," 
Come explains. "For now, the finish isn't as 
smooth as we'd like, so we supplement the 
printed model with more traditional building 


materials and refine it post-production." 

The economics of 3D printing cannot yet 
compete with traditional model building, but 
its possibilities already allow Think3D to get 
in on the action. 

"In our industry, 3D tech is hugely exciting 
because of the way it brings 2D plans to 
life," says Come, whose team also creates 
3D photo-realistic images and videos. "Like 
all new technologies, one day we're going to 
wonder how we managed without it."
